No Time To Send for Friends. 

The attack had occurred with such sud- | 
denness that there had been no time to | 
send for Mr. Vanderbilt's friends or rela- 
tives in town. At his bedside were his | 
wife. daughter, young son Reginald and 
some of the family servants. They were 
present when the end came at 5:45 o'clock, 
& little more than four hours after the at- 
tack, The direct cause of death was heart 
failure as the result of the stroke of pa- 
ralysis. were to his 
brother, his sisters, his son Cornelius and 
other relatives and friends, announcing 
the sudden end. 

Senator Chauncey M. Depew was one of 
the first to appear at the house of the 
deceased and he was deeply moved by 
the death of the man who had been his

Cornelius Vanderbilt was born on Staten 
Island November 27, 1843. William H.,. 
| Vanderbilt, his father, was at tlg.t time 
a farmer, and Cornelius, at the age of 
sixteen, left school and secured a place 
as messenger in the Shoe and Leather 
bank. His grandfather, “the commo- 
dore,”’ learning of this, sent for him and 
asked why he had not applied to him for 
a place. 

‘Because I did not want to ask you 
for anything,"’ was the reply. 

This pleased the commodore, and it is 
said that he made a codicil to his will a 
few days later, leaving $1,900,000 to his 
trandgon, 

Cornelius left the Shoe and Leather 
bank to go into the employ of Kissam | 
Bros., bankers, but later his = grand- 
father asked him to enter the rallroad 
service. The young man was making $60 
a month, and he declined to leave his 
place unless he got more money. He was 
given $65, and he accepte1 it. He was 
‘then about twenty-one years old. The 
first place he was given was that of as- 
‘sistant treasurer of the New York and 
Harlem railread. His rise was rapid, and 
he succeeded his father as head of the 
Vanderbilt system.

The latest information in 


tifying. railroad men and shippers that 
hereafter the government will require but 
one revenue stamp for the bills of lading 
of a consignment of freight, instead of 
one stamp for each bill, which has been 
required since the revenue act went into 
effect. 

The railroads rejoice at the decision 
of the revenue department, for it will 
mean the saving of thousands of dollars 
to them. Since the revenue law became 
effective the roads have been required 
to put a one-cent stamp on each of the 
three or four bills that are made out in 
connection with the shipment and receipt 
of a consignment of freight. 

The action of the government means a 
saving of 2 to 3 cents on each consign- 
ment.

The dispateh from Manila, dated Sep- 
tember 21, tells the story of the encoun- 
ter in whic! ‘olunel Byrne recently dis- 
tinguished as follows: 

‘Manila, Seplember 2.—S o4 p. m.—Ar- 
gogula. almost impregnable strong- 
yhold of the pance which have been de 
gtroy’! plantations and levying tribute 
on che De pic of Ne gros, Was taken Tues- 
day by the Sixth infantry, under Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Byrne. 

“The only means of reaching the citadel 
was up a pet rpendicular hill covered with 
dense shrubbery, and a thousand feet 
high. , 
“The Americans acc?mplished the as- 
eent under the most galling fire, although 
an officer aral several men were hit and 
jmmense rocks were rolled down upon 
them from the dizzy heights. 

“The native strength was estimated at 
400. Many of the rebels were: wounded 
and capture! and twenty-one were killed. 

“The American fofces captured a quan- 
tity of stores and destroyed the fortifica- 
tions.” 

The career of Colonel Byrne since his 
entrance in the army reads like a verit- 
able romance, and is told in a San An- 
tonio paper of recent date as follows: 

“Captain B. A. Byrne, Sixth United 
States infantry, who has recently been 
appointed licut-aant colonel of volun- 
teers, has received & well-deserved pro- 
motion for his long service and devotion 
fo duty. 

“In 1875 Colonel Byrne was appointed 
gecond lieutenant in the regular army by 
President Grant, who had been an old 
friend ond messmate of Colonel Byrne's 
father. 

“The young lieutenant, a boy just from 
college, axskei to be sent Where he could 
gee active service, and he was assigned 
to the Sixth infantry, then stationed at 
Fort Bufford, Dakota. He was ordered 
into the field immediately and for four 
years followed the Indians in what is 
known as the campaign of ‘i6. At one 
time he was for three months in the field 
with the thermometer ranging from 10 
to 2 degrees below zero, suffering from 
the many dangers only known ito the 
Indian fighters of those days. His colo- 
nel once said: ‘If I should want an almost 
impossible thing accomplished, I would 
send Bernard Hjem and fee] sure of his 
success. 

“Lieutenant Byrne served thirteen years 
on the frontier, until 1888, when he was 
called to Fort Leavenworth, Kas., by 
Generali Alexander McCook, and made ad- 
jutant of the Sixth infantry, and of the 
United States Infantry and Cavalry 
school. 

“at the breaking out of the war with 
Spain Captain Byrne was stationed with 
his regiment at Fort Thomas, Ky. He 
had been chosen by the citizens of Cin- 


cimati and detailed by the war depart- | 


rent to take charze of the Grand Army 
encampment to be held in that city. He 


voluntarily relinquished that detail to | 


accompary his regiment to Cuba, al- 


though urged to avail himself of it and | 


1emain:‘in Cincinnatl. 


“In Cuba he commanded the Second | 
battalion of his regiment with distinction | 


in its famous charge up San Juan hill, 
in which the Sixth infantry lost 96 per 


cent of its men—sustaining the heaviest | 


loss of any regiment in the war. He was 
afterwards in the trenches before San- 
liago, coming back to the states only 
when the regiment returned. While in 
the trenches he contracted Cuban fever, 
from which he has since suffered severe- 
ly. He went to Cincinnati in time to be 
present at the Grand Army encampment, 
although too ill to tak2 charge of it. He 
consented to be present at the opening 


and to raise the flag, and rec2ived an | 


ovation. 


“In November last the Sixth infantry | 


Was ordered to San Antonio, and in May 
to the Philippines. Captain Byrne went 
again as acting major in command of the 
Becond battalion to the Island of Negros, 
where on the night of July 10th he took 
Beventy men, and by a forced march into 


the mountains surprised a robber band | 


of 40 men, k:lled by ac‘fial ccunt 10 and 
captured large quantities of arms and 
@mmunition and burned the village, with 
&@ loss of only two soldiers killed. 

“Colonel Byrne is forty-five years of 
age, a man of strong constitution, ar 
iron will and excellent judgment. A sol- 
dier coming home during the Cuban war 
and speaking of the fall of Sar.tiago, said: 
Captain Byrne could walk through hell 
without flinching.’ ”

The Transformation of Plant Re- 
mains Into Coal. 

Coal as we now know it is the result- 
ant of a series of changes which 
been taking plice in the beds of vegeta- 
bie remains ever since they were 
under marine sediments atring the Tre- 
mote ecarboniferous. The material has 
been compacted and cons lilated by pres- 
sure. It hus everywhere unt-scgone cnem- 
ical changes similar to those that rap.dly 
take place when coal is subjected to de- 
structive distillation in gas retorts or 
ccke ovens. Gases have been evolved, 
and the residue has been forming new 
chemical combinations. Changes have 
taken place more rapidly in some locali- 
ties than in others, and so all gradations 
are found, from the soft bituminous coal 
of the Mississipi valley, where the 
changes are comparatively slight, to the 
hard anthracite of Pennsy!vanta, which 
represents almost the final product of 
Cistillation of coal in place. Ikvery step 
and stage in the process of transforming 
wood to anthracite may be brought abeut 
artificially, in properiy constructed re- 
torts, in a comparatively short time. In 
nature the process has been slow. In 
lowa ana Illinots it is not far advanced 
even now. In the mountains of Pennsyl- 
vania, where the crushing and_ folding of 
the crust was attended by the cvunver- 
sion of mechanical energy into heat on a 
large seale, and elsewhere where volcanic 
cnergy bas been exerted in connection 
with coal-bearing strata, the distiliative 
precesses have been hastened, and the 
cuteome is that to which all the soft coals 
of the world are slowly tending, namely, 
anthracite. In Rhode Island there is a 
small coal area in which the process of 
change has Leen carried further than in 
the mountains of Pennsylvania Taere 
the coal has become in part graphitic 
anthracite, which it is difficult to make 
burn at ell, and in part it is grapiite, 
which. it is impossi»vle to use as fuel. 
Graphite ‘gs the final residual product in 
the destructive distillation of vegetable 
tissues. 

At Kimberley, in South. Africa, the 
famous Jiamond mines are operated in 
a cafbonaceous shale which has suffered 
profound alteration by reason of the in- 
trusion of volcanic rocks in a melted con- 
dition. The carbonacedus material of the 
thale vas subjected under presgure to 
the high temperature of melted rucks, 
and one of the products—derivative prob- 
ably, not residual—is the most royal of 
ail gems, pure, crystallized cerbon, 
Growing forests, peat, brown coal, bi- 
tuminous coal, anthracite and craphite, 
with all the numerouc intergrading varia- 
tions, are but terms of a single series.
